II. OTHER ITEMS ; 

1. We have just received a letter, dated 11 July, from 
the Armed Forces Staff College allocating two spaces to the 
Agency for the Twenty-fifth Class, January - June 1959. We 
will prepare a letter of acknowledgement for your signature. 

2. We now have 44 applications for Operations No. 7, 
only 12 of which are not for JOTs. 

In the previous two runnings we had: (1) for Ops #5, 
a total of 32 DD/P employees, other than JOTs, in a total of 
50; and (2) for Ops #6, a total of 14 DD/P employees, other 
than JOTs, in a total of 27. Based on the requirements for 
the two previous courses, coupled with the fact that there 
will be no other running until possibly August 1959, I feel 
the 12 nominations to be low. 


I anticipate that, after the Long Term Schedule is 
disseminated early next week and it becomes generally known 
that Ops #7 will be the last offering for the "general pub- 
lic" until a year hence, we will be faced with the problem 
of a number of additional applications.

4. Some quotes of interest from a recent news item: 

"A few words spoken by a United States Senator two 
months ago, altho apparently attracting little notice — 
save among his immediate audience at graduation cere- 
monies of the Industrial College of the Armed Forces — 
nevertheless took root in fertile soil, it was learned 
today. 

"Indeed, his idea is growing with such vigor as to 
suggest that it may, before long, materialize into one 
of the most important projects in Government since the 
dawn of the nuclear-and-space age. 

"It was on June 11 that Sen. Henry M. Jackson (D., 
Wash.), nearing the end of his formal address at the 
college, suggested the establishment of an "Academy of 
National Policy," whose purpose would be to rally the 
nation* s learned talents." 
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"*What I visualize,' he made clear, *is a rotating 
group of leaders in the sciences ... social sciences 
... h-iraanities, including men of broad experience 
from business, labor, and public affairs. These men 
would spend a year or two at the Academy.'" 

"The Brookings Institution, learning of the plan, 
arranged to distribute 100 copies of the speech to ex- 
perts associated with the organization. 

"Both the Rockefeller Foundation and the Carnegie 
Foundation asked to be supplied with further details."
